While the flames were eating 
their way to the roof there were thirty 
people in the building. The police, grop- 
ing int > the darkness, began the work of 
resru.-im, but Severn! inmates of the build- 
ing were burned to death. The structure 
was practically destroyed. The dead, so 
far ;is fan lx- learned at this writing, are: 
Solomon Menski. Mrs. Menski, his wife; 
Eva Mmiski. thtir 13-year old daughter; 
Err.-in Mriiski. tlisir 7-year-old son. The 
iujun-c: are: Gus Hit/.well, Eva Misses, 
Mary KasM-ueur. Of the injured the first 
Uvo v.-ill probably die. 


Only One Exit to the Street. 


Solomon Menski and bis family occu- 


pied the rear end of the second story di- 
n-ctly ;ibove the place where the fire is 
siipp.-t-d to have siarted. The people of 
the t!i:nl and fourth stories fled to the 
roof in.<! escaped to an adjoining build 
ing. 
.M my of the women were found un- 


CoDsriiiii:,. There was but one exit to the 
strcvt for thc-si; poor people, and that was 
by a narrow, rickety pine stairway, the 
best of fuel for the flames. At the outset 
of the fire the police, at the risk of their 
lives, managed to save some of the ten 
people who slc[it on the second floor, but 
no one can say exactly how many, nor are 
the casualties all known as yet. Friends 
are anxiously calling at the morgue, at 
the hospital, and at the police stations 
seeking friends known to have been in 
the building but not yet accounted for. 


Died of Hydrophobia. 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio, July 
L>3.—Tuesday 


morning at 2 o'clock Vance Sofley, of 
London. Ohio, died of hydrophobia at the 
"Union Cation, where he had been taken 
by his brothers on his return home. Sof- 
ley was brought here for treatment, but 
the hospitals re-fused to take him, and he 
was held at the city jail till time to leave. 
His condition was a horrible one and doz- 
ens of physicians called to witness his 
spasm-. i:-sane ravings, barking, and in- 
tense agonies. Several narrowly escaped 
being bitten by him. He was taken to 
the siaiion v>ith difficulty and had just 
reaciied the wailing room and been .seated 
when his head fell back and the death- 
Btroke was on.

GOOD FOR PROPERTY OWNERS. 


A Syndicate Which Proposes to Wipe Out 


f 
Arreara of Tuxefl. 


j NEW YORK, July 23.—The latest and 
most astonishing scheme floated in Brook- 
lyn is the organization of a huge syndi- 


l cate which proposes to wipe out all the 
arrears of taxes due to the city and to af- 


i Cord more time to the taxpayers who have 
fallen in arrears to meet their liabilities. 
As the law stands, when property is in 


j arrears for taxes, a penalty of 9 per cent. 


j is imposed, and after the first year of ar- 


j rearage the property is put up for sale. 


j If the owner does not buy in his 
own 


j property he has to pay a bonus of 10 per 
cent, and 15 per cent, interest on the pur- 
chase price. 


Will Only Charge 5 I'er Cent. 


This law is legarded by the public as se- 


vere, but the result of it has been to re- 
duce tlie amount of taxes due on property. 
The syndicate does not propose to sell the 
property U'Uil the total amount of arrears 
reaches 20 pur cent, of the assessed valua- 
tion, and then floes not ask a bonus or in- 
terest, und instead of charging 9 per cent, 
on the arrears, as the city dees, it will only 
oharge 5 per cent, allowing the property 
t>wners to pay Iiu'ir arrears at any time. 
The syndicate will, of course, pay the city 
the total amount of arrears du« at once, 
and deal with the taxpayers on the princi- 
ples mentioned above.

THE BEHRING SEA CONTROVERSY. 


Official Correspondence oil the Subject 


Between Secretary ISlaine and the Brit- 
ish Government Submitted to Congress 
—The Committee on Contested Elec- 
tions Report In Favor of Beating Me- 
Giuitis, of West Virginia. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 33.—The official 


correspondence between the secretary of 
state and the British goverumentconcern- 
ing the Bohring sea controversy was sub- 
mitted to congress Wednesday by the 
president. The letter of Secretary Blaine 
transmitting the correspondence to the 
president, and the letter of the president 
transmitting it to congress are merely 
formal, Mr. Blaine stating simply that he 
sincerely regrets the delay in transmis- 
sion. Secretary Blaius's letter is dated 
"Bar Harbor." The correspondence trans- 
mitted is frotn August, 24, 18S9, to July 10, 
ISM. The first letter is from Mr. Kd- 
wardes, first secretary of the British lega- 
tion at Washington to Mr. Blaino, in 
which the secretary of state in informed 
that repeated rumors have reached her 
majesty's government that United States 
cruisers have stopped, searched and even 
seized British vessels in Behring sea out 
side the tlii-OL'-mile limit. Air. Edwardes 
further states that the marquis of Salis- 
bury desired him to ask that stringent 
instructions be sen! to United States 
officers to prevent the possibility of such 
occurrences taking place. 


Force of No Avail. 


"In conclusion." says Mr. Edwards, "the 


Marquis of .Salisbury desires me to say 
that Sir Julian Pauncefotc will be pre- 
pared on his return to Washington in the 
autumn to discuss the whole question ai.d 
her majesty's government wish to point 
out to the Unit;-;! States government that 
a settlement can not be hindered by any 
measures of force which may be resorted 
to by tin?

MARKETS. 


The Rep has nearly a column on the sub- 


ject "Our Home Market." We have read 
it very carefully several times and are uoa- 
bl« to discover the principal idea that if 
supposed to run through it. We take it 
The Kep IB at all its troubled and distracted 
pains to show that we have in this country 
* home market for the farmer's produce 
that Is the best in the wsrld; that is, a 
market that is worth a part of the millions 
spent each year by tbe farmers to keep it 
tip. The Rep is supposed to be driving at 
something of this kind, not because you 
can gather that or anything else from the 
text, but because it is the one thing de- 
manded. Here are our farmers submittirg 
to a tariff of nearly 50 per cent on whht 
they tray, in return for which they are 
promised a home market in which they may 
more than recoup their losses. Such being 
the case, it becomes necessary to show that 
our market stands out well by comparison 
with the others of the world. 


Now, 
THE REVIEW has called the far- 


mer's attention to the fact that this home 
market, maintained at an annual cost of 
hundreds of millions, is not the best The 
figures show that right now a bushel of 
wheat sells for 26 cents more in Englat d 
than In Decatur. It will probably be ad- 
mitted that the purchasing power of that 
•28 cents of margin is as great in tbe hands 
ot the English farmer as it would be in the 
bands ot a Macon county man. As a 
matter of fact it is greater, but let us en- 
deavor to keep within the lines where all 
will agrae as to the facts. Now, the only 
questioB Is, Is the English market the bet- 
ter one for the farmer? It would seem to 
tbe ordinary man that while the prices are 
higher, and while the purchasing power of 
a dollar is at least as great, there can be no 
room for dispute as to which is the better 
market. 


The Rep certainly recoguizes this fact. 


Patriotlbm that is office-hungry can some- 
times do a great deal of wonderful mental 
tumbling, but it is hardly equal to the task 
of showing that 82 cents Is equal to SI.08. 
And this is just what it has to do when it 
goesto thefarmer of Illinois to convince him 
that bis market, that costs so much money, 
Is as good as any in the world. But when 
patriotism is out of logic, when the figures 
are against it, it calls on evasion. It again 
jwlBts to tbe fact that the farmers of Great 
Britan are mere serfs. In this instance it 
to Mr enough to admit that a landlord trust 
U accountable for the misery. 
Well, we 


are not discussing the question of landlord- 
lam. That has not vet pushed Itself to the 
(root In this country, although the indica 
UOM are that tbe time when it will is not 
far off. We admit that there is misery 
among tbe tillers of the soil m Great Brit- 
tin, and we are thankful to The K«p for 
taring that the fact is to be charged up to 
landlordism. The market of that country, 
with it* clear margin of 25 cents OB a bushel 
of wheat, doe* what it can to alleviate the 
hardships brought on by landlordism.

The cable and the telegraph frequently 


bring from abroad terms of finance that 
are unintelligible to all tat the most er- 
pert Jn Wall street. The financial crisis in 
the Argentine republic carried into the 
press the word "cedula," and some curios- 
ity as to its meaning has been excited 
among the uninitiated. George Rutledgo 
Gibson, the broker, the other day gave this 
explanation of the term: "In 1888 the Ar- 
gentine congress passed a law creating a 
National Hypothecation bank, whose func 
tiona are not to loan money on mortgage, 
but to issue negotiable cedulas or bonds 
baaed upon a mortgage given by the bor- 
rower to the bank. These cedulas are then 
delivered to the borrower, who may dis 
pose of them in the loan market as beet he 
can.

LIGHTNING'S CAPERg. 


It Strikes Several Places at Onoe—The 


8tonn. 


That was a very lively thnnder storm 


which passed over D« itiu last night and 
caused considerable excitement for a time. 
About 7:30 an alarm of fire sounded, and a 
few minutes later 
rumors were flying 


around that a man, a horse and two women 
had been killed, to say nothing of a dog dial 
had been knocked over. It tuin«d out that 
all the reports were based on occurrences, 
which If not quite as dreadful as first made 
out, were still exciting. The same bolt of 
lightning is credited with doing all the 
damage, but that may be a mistake. 


Lightning atracK the wire that carries the 


current to the 15-horso power electric motor 
on the Wayne carriage factory. The switch 
board was burned out and the building was 
rilled with smoke. The fire department 
was called out, but before it got there Us* 
fire had been extinguished. The damage 
wai slight. 


At the same time lightning s-truck in the 


stable at the Wlkcft leed jard on Bast 
Main street. A horse in the fifth stall 
from the front, on the south side, was killed 
instantly, and W. F. G Imore, who was 75 
feet away, at the ba<-k of the stable, was 
knocked senseless. He lay motionless on the 
floor and others in the barn thought he had 
been killed. His partner, George Cooper, 
was standing two or three feet from him. 
He felt the shock, but was unhurt, and ran 
out to get help for Gilmore. He was picked 
up and being carried to a bed in the stable 
when he came too. Dr. W. B. Hostetler 
was called, but found that there was not 
much for him to do. Gilmore recovered 
consciousness slowly. At first he felt a 
numbness In his left side, as if h« had been 
paralysed, but that soon wore olt. 


The horso that was killed died instantly. 


There was air hole at the head of Its stall, 
and the theory is held that its nose was out 
of that hole. The horse was the pi.iperty 
of a man nanied Allsup, of Maroa, and 
was valued at 8300. Horses m adjoining 
stalls weie uninjured, but they matt hav 
felt the shock, for all weie badly frightened 
and were all trembling when examined. 


Dau Studebaker, an employe of the sta- 


ble, was in the cellar at tie time, and sa* a 
scene that was frightful for a few moments.
